L —Gsneral 

During lt)46 Iraq shone like n good deed 
in a naughty world, maintaining poac.’c 
within its frontiers, amity with its neigh- 
Imiirs and <‘ordiohly for its ally. Except 
for two small incidents—a demonstration 
in Bagdad and a strike in Kirkuk— 
Rpcnrity has lieen absolute. 

H.—Domestic Affairs 
2 When the year opened tliere was a 
general ex|icctaiiDn that political life, 
stagnant for so long under the exigcntdcs 
of war, would revis'C. Tt was hoped that, 
Oa the result of the EegcnL^R public 
anDouucemciit on 26th Deecmiicr^ lft45, 
I>oHtic'al parties would once more come into

being and that elections would he held in 
accordance with a new Electoral Low. 
Oppressed by criticism in the Majlis, 
Hamdi al Pachachi, then Prime Minisur, 
resigned in February and a new Cabinet 
was formed by Tawhq Suwaidt, This 
plausible but shifty politician Included in 
ins Cabinet a numlier of " new men," 
which was encouraging; hut with one 
exception they proved to be enemies of 
promise. Far from holding elections, 
Tawfiq Suwaidi was unable even to hold 
his Cabinet together, though he did 
succtx'd in passing the new Electoral Law. 
In order to divert attention from the 
anfractuosities of his own intrigues and in 
a bid for jKipularity, Suwaidi removed all 
the war-time restrictions on the press and 
on public assembly. Irresponsible agita¬ 
tors at oiKX!^ took advantage of this. Tawffq, 
sieeing that he was unable to gel the djin 
t>aek into the jar^ raised a factHimjs 
clamour regarding treaty revision. Tins 
evoked remarkably little response from the 
general public; so, finding his store of 
political no!&tnini$ exhausted^ Tawfiq 
resigned at the end of May^ insinuating 
that his continuance iu pow^er had been 
mode impossible by the Regent, to whoin 
Tawfiq is, as His Royal Higluiess is aware, 
disloyal. 

3. The choice of a successor was difficult, 
On(5G again efforts were made to form a 
genuine caretaker Government whose task 
would be to hold elections, nnd ont* again 
the experiment failed, Arsluid al Umari, 
formerly Tjord Mayor of Bagdad and later

of hifi were men of struw, who 

were pFepiictl to leave affaira entirely in 
Ari+hncl'a iinpul;;ive hands. Arshad had 
Ijeen a most suitfsaful lonl mayor and had 
improved Bagdad hy the samo niiethodft of 
enlightewtHl dictatorship as tht Prince 
Bcgent improved London. Bur n regime 
whk'h can be successfully applied tx> bricks 
and mortar may lead to disaster when 
employed on huninri beings. With 
reactionary zejd, Atsliad set out to ropi’e^sa 
what he i^oiic'eivcd to be the lii^eiite which 
iiad been stimulated hy Ids prcdecessoi^T a 
witch hunt of reds ” started throughout 
the country + (xlilors were prosts^uledt 
orticials discharged and favours distributed 
at the sole whim of the Prime Minister, 
(jenerni resentrnetu Avas naturally Anmscd 
by this proud and violent liehaviour, find 
w'iiJi Inereasingly directed not only against 
the Prime Minister but ngfiinst the Regent 
and this emliassy, who Avere supposed to he 
maintaining '“the dictaloi’' in power. 
Like his preilccessor, he attempted to 
divert judilic opinion frrna his failure. He 
produced what he tailed a five-year plan, 
hut nolxxiy took it seriously. 

4 . At thi? end of November the Arshanl 
(kihinrl fell aud, after much be-sitation, 
Xuri Pmtba was again esked to form an 
election Cabinet. Thb be did. and vet a 
ibird aLteni|it to hold elections was thus 
injtugurnU'd liy the nu>st able statesman in 
llie couiiiry. Xuri IVisha took the novel 
slcp ftf invitutg the two chief political 
partifi?, tlm Lilierals and the National 
Dcinocrats. to nominate members to hie 
Cabinet. Both parties agreed, on written 
condition that the elections shmild lie free. 
Within a month, however, the coalitioii had 
collapsed. The reprcscolativi-s of the two 
political particji complained, not Avithout 
justice, that tlie Shin Ministers in the 
Cahiiict were t rying to itianipnljit^ the elec¬ 
tions for tlicir iiAVii ends, uml resigtitnl On 
tlic last day of the yeai’ ilic rcHignjition of 
the tAvo Shia humuIuts AVfis also nocepted, 
To save face, it Avas an non need that they 
Iwid wdthilrawii in ttrdcr to l>e free to con 
duct their elect ion sampiiigii. It was, 
noverthclesa, a[>pai“cnl that what had 
startcnl as a [Asirtv diffcreuco un_ 20 th 
c'eiiliiry lines had resolved itself into n 
Simtii -^ihia fission, and revealed once again 
the l^asie Avcahne&s of the twiniry ' now. as 
one thcnAsand yeara ago, in every profes¬ 
sion Avhich alliiw'cd room for two jjers^ns, 
the one Ava.'i a vtitarVi the oilier an anlago- 
nifll, iif .\li'' ((?ilil>ort). 


5. Thus, ihroiighoQt the year tlomestic 
politics have lieen stagnant. No new 
PnrliameiJt tuns been elected, no budget 
passed. Nevertheless, w'ith the two small 
exceptions noted in pai,agruph 1, the peace 
has remained unbroken. There have been 
no troubles in Kurdistan or on the 
EuphniU^s. As regards the former, recent 
events in Aiterbaijcin and the fad that 
many of Mill la Mustafa's adherents have 
ri'Eurned to Iraq as hunger-bitten suppli¬ 
ants, have damped the ardour of the most 
euthuiiiastic reljtds. But ou the Lupbrates 
the fires of ^inaticism still smoulder kdiind 
the black veils of Najaf and Kerlmla. 
Avhose sterile and greed)' hierophants arc 
ever ready to expli'it religious anliputhy 
nnd racial hatred. 

III.—External Affairs 
(1. Politii ally, Iraq is extroAcFL During 
the past year she has played an increasingly 
prominent jsart in internatioiud life. As 
regards the Arab League, the rash and 
unauthorised utterances of Ar-Kam Pasha 
on such si.ibj(H:ls as evacuation of British 
troops from Arab fountries ore dcplore<l 
here. So is the disposition of cert.'iin raem- 
Iwrs of the Arab League to exploit it in 
their own persoiiol interests, or in thoK? of 
icnegiides siicli as Amin IJusscini, tho 
former Mufti of Jeriiafilcm, avIio is 
regarded in Iraif as an enemy of the State 
secAond only to Rashid AIL But Iraq lakes 
its international responsibilities serinusly 
an<i has never permitted pei^ounl tyr 
dynastic difielences to come before national 
or regional interests. In Ra.^ildd Ali’s ease 
great Indignation was ruiturally felt that 
King 13>n Paud should have barlioured this 
avowed traitor, but here, again, the 
iiitcrcatB of Iraq prevailed over personal 
resentment. I raq bns cuUivaU^l gtKxl rcbi- 
tions with Turkey, Avitb Avhom an ei'onomic 
iigrecment Avns (Vimludfil during the 
year. Nuri Fnsha filflo khoured to indu^^ 
n Syriim-Turkiah rapproehemeut His 
efforifl fti^emed to promise Avell, but hy the 
end of I he year the negotktiona bad come 
to a atandstill, Iweause faLtordirtg ba Nuri) 
ihe Turks had iiilimotetl that, if the qiies 
lion oi the Tiatay were put forvviirtl in a 
form which tnlletl upon them to make any 
eoneessioh^r to Syria, Turkey would raise 
the question of I he whole of her southern 
frontiers—a him to Iraq that there might 
Ikj some poink on the Iraq-Tnrkish 
frontier which ''J’nrkey ivouhl like adjusted 
in her favour, Iraq hm- taken n prominent 
part in the Palestine discusaions. Eor 
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economic, no Jesa than religions and 
political reasons, she is deeply concerned 
over their outcome, 

7. Iraq's relations with Great Britain 
have l>ee'n completely satisfactory* The 
official confidence arid the pcrsonnl cordi¬ 
ality which have marked them of rceent 
years were maintained nnd strengthened. 
The raiaing of the Iraqi Legation in 
London to the status of an embassy 
until rally gave fdcasure, aa did the eleva¬ 
tion of the Emirate of Transjordan into a 
kingdom, Iraq’s election to the Trustee¬ 
ship Council of the [•uitetl Nations was 
regartkd as putting the seal on the 
t^intryk i^tatus in world society* 

8, There has been little disposition in 
Iraq to follow the example of Kgypt in 
demanding the evacuation of British 
forces^ nor lias the frothy nationalism of 
Syria found any following here. There 
are* of course, those Avho hate iia. They are 
noisy hut so far insignificant. On the other 
hand the numtier of those who, like Nuri 
Pasha feet that the future of Iraq, like its 
past, ia iiidissokihly hound up Avith the 
fortunes of Orcfit Britain are many, though 
few of them have Nuri’a courage in pro¬ 
claiming their belief as an article of 
political faith* 


0. 'fho cnaJii for this steie uf afiairs 
DiusL ill hrrge measure lie aasigued to the 
Regent. He avus iigain in Imgland for 
several months this summer, togeilier A\'ith 
the-young Ring. 'Lhere is no doubt that 
His Royal Highness has a great adniira- 
iiou and liking for Britain and for British 
mctliods and persons Hin cars, Iijs air¬ 
craft, his dothi^* Ills hunters, hk fox- 
houild$t even hiiii swans, arc British^ and so 
are many of his closest friends. The 
influence lie exerts on politic.‘i and mlmtnis- 
Irntioii in Iraq is albjwAnding, if often 
unaec‘u. He is still shy. anil autbrra from 
the inirovertivc meknehoLia of his houae; 
Init he hail made slremious and largely 
successful eflorls to overcome this defect. 
He often carries procrastination and iiide- 
eiflion to almost Hlii^al>eihan lengths, but 
in the end he generally tonias down on the 
side of prodonce and prepress. The oidy 
Iraqi stnteHrnaii in Avhoin he hic? real confi- 
defK'e h Nuri Posha, and in this be shoAvs 
wise judgment, ff this tomldnalion ran 
be rontiiuicd, and provided that 11 is 
MajestyV {Jovernment does not ntiempt to 
coerce the Arabs of Iklestine, there h 
retc<«n to hope that Ir:ic| in lfl47 mav a^ 
tranquil ns lu HH6. and that, with the elec¬ 
tion of a new Majlis, political life may 
prfK'cefl on sound and productive lines.

IRAQ POLITICAL BlTUATION

I have tlie horioui to inform you, in con- 
Liaimtion of my despatch No, 482 of ItHh 
DoL'eiiiber, and in amplification of my 
recent telegninia about the Cabinet crisis, 
that the |>ositiou of Llie Government ot the 
Mionient appt'ars sound. At one time, 
however, ii looked as if the Cabinet might 
fjdl oAving to the numlier of resignations, 
and the MituatioTi should perhaps lie placed 
on record. 

2, The accusations made by Mohammed 
Hndid, the [epresjniative of the l>emo- 
eratic Party in the Ochinel, and by Ali 
MiiniLnz, the repre-sentaiive of the Lilni^ral 
Party, that Hnkli dnihr was llHing his pasi- 
ikm ns Minister of Finance to interfere 
Avith the elections, olitained txmside i able 
crederice in Ikgdail and, indei‘d, there w'as

so much smoke that I myself oannot but 
foel that there w^as a certain amount of 
fire behind it. Tliiougbout the iteime 
Minister took the Ibie with tho two critical 
Ministers iluu he would be prepared to 
take action if proof of malpiactice of any 
kind could be produced to him. It is not 
surprising that no sueli prcjof avos avail¬ 
able. Mol ifl mined Had id informed the 
coun&[‘llor to this embassy that. Avhile he 
was certain of his facte, he cxiiild mduce 
no one lo come fcirwai rt Us give rt idtii::\5* 
since all concerned were afnlid of 
offendiiig Siicii poAverful fioULickna ns 
Nuri Vasha and Saleh .labt- U therefore

Sadiq «l Bassanu who,after the resignation 
of the other two Ministers, would lie able

Saleh Jahr haa tiirooghout played 
a somewhat tuituou^ gamc'. For in any 
months ho has Ijeen talking aliout his 
" gitiup/’ '‘his friends*’ and “his pro- 
gmmme.” -Vll atteTiipts to draw from him 
who th&se friends were smd exactly wliot 
his programme L'uusistcd of have liieeii 
fruit less, suitl this is one of the reaaona 
that make the Kegent suapieiouii of him, 
(r^ce ^^r. Busk's telegrain ^V 7G1 of ^llrd 
iSepteniher*) During the Cobinet crisis it 
wait widely stated that he had formed a 
bloi' knnw’u ns the Qitla, which was, hi 
fact, an im declared party, Ocie of 
Mohjinmieii Undid’s neeusatiniis aginnst 
him waa^ in f^ict, that tie wuii Irving to 
derive all the benefit of a iKirty without 
netually establisliing one in accordance 
with the law, 

4, Aft reported in my telsgraui No. 9S0 
of :Dst T)eceriil>er. Baldi tJahr ami Sadiq 
nl Basksam nt rnie moment threatened to 
resign on the ground tluU they had been 
nceused of malpractioe. It forturiiitely 
pmvetl pOMtiibie to persuade them not 
to take thb course hut instead to 
]“e 3 ign on tlie inofFeusive gmund that they 
wished to tw froo to take part in the elec¬ 
tions without t'nbinet lies. 1 have every 
reason to lielieve that this ha.s nil nlong 
Ijeen Nuri F^asha/s rih]et’ttve, .;\t the lime 
when ihi Uegont asked him to form a 
cojilition Government, Arsitad Beg was 
still in the held with n proposal t^i revise 
his existing f’flhinet If this had been 
done Arshetl would have continued in 
power and the cficcts might well have hern 
disastrous. It was therefore essential for 
Nuri to attract to himself men of note who 


would join ids vfjaMtioii (-ahitiL'l. Saleh 
Jabr li^is infurjiied me. uud 1 sor no reason 
to doubt his word, that he wsis at fir^li 
reluctant to }oiii the Gsibin.'t precisely 
because he wished to devote hiin^lf to the 
elect ions, lot that he was persuaded to do 
$0 by Nuri Paeiia. who niaintairitfil thei 
without him no Cnbiiiot could be formed. 

5, Nuri i*a,fthn's nuKed team w^is thus 
flsseinldecl, but T have little doubt tkit \w 
wiia. not happy with I hem. and wiahed us 
soon possible to elimliuite any w ho were 
likelv to cause troublj, and, leave him with 
ttjni]detcly impartial individuals whom no 
one could accuse <d rigging the elections. 

Vk In fortunately, however, the resigna¬ 
tions of Mohammed tkidiil and Ali 
liluiiUaz were preceded an<l uccompariied 
hy great pulilicity, and w-hen Saleh Jabr 
and Sadiq al Bas.H[nn threatened Ut follow 
suit Iteixiuae they had been acciised of 
interference with the elections. Nuri Paslm 
felt that this position was extremely 

7, In the event, however, things have 
turned out as he wished, and m repoitcd 
in inj' telegram No. 3 of Snd January^ 

of the four vacancies have lieen filled, the 
other two being occupied in an acting 
capacity by other Ministers, I think, 
therefore, iltat we nioy reamonsibly hope 
that tlie crisis is past mid that the elec¬ 
toral procedure w ill lie carried out without 
further serious disturlxinres. 

8. 'I1ic Driine Minister Ima tlionghl it 
wise to give ihs widcaL publicity to the 
events leading up to the resignation of AH 
Muiuta?, andMolionmied llacUd, and the 
entire correspond cure between tlieae t'wo 
Ministers «nd the BrlniL* MiniHter has 
Ikhmi published. 

0, In a letter coiiv yiiig his reaigimiion 
U> the Prime Minister, Hadid t-omplaineii 
that Ministeift and oRicinls w’orc making 
preparsitions to influeniHi electors in the 
interests of the (Qitl-i), and that 

'jflieials were delaying on various pretests 
permission for the political par ties to open 
branches Iti the provinces. The Prime 
Minister rc|jlied that from edl the consti¬ 
tuencies he had rereived only four enm- 
phiiiits of interference with the election 
l>re|Kirati(Uis hy Ministers and none of 
iidcrfcrenre by odiciala. Hrmichfis of 
political parlies hiul been already, or were 
about to bo, opened in eleven liwas i he 
Prime ifini^rter asked to h?. ncquainted 
with any concrete evidence to supjKirt these 
allegations. 


1(1. Jii a letter to (Jae Regent uinveying 
these lesignations, the lYinie MlnisUM' 
stated that the resignation of Ali MnmUiz 
was unexpected, ns the only question which 
hod been discussed wdth him was that of 
“closed” Cimslitucncies, which were 
wanted excluaiveiy for Ijtieriil Party 
canJidates, and ivhich w'ould have licen 
contra I y U> law . On 28tlj Deteiiiljcr Ali 
.Muiiita?. suddenly handed in lus reaigna- 
lion, nuiking the same a 1 legations as 
Mohammed Undid. I'he jiress Isiter puh- 
lislied a staU^meut ly Ali .Mumiaz ileuying 
that he pereoiially had ever mrnlioncd 
" t’loscHl ” cojifttitiiciieh^s. Tliis is prebably 
t] ije, as is also the Prime ifinister’s iC|dy 
Ici the effecl Biat It was odter liieinber:? of 
tfic fJUiral Party who had raised eIic sid'- 
je<t w ith liiTU. 

11. ] Liuiik it probahie that l^aleh Jahr 
will shortly come out into the ojien. lie 
informs tne that his programme has U'cn 
ixunpleted and will be |>abliahcHl in the 
y^ry ntar future. 1 gather that it is not 
the nsnal toileetion of high-sounding 
general etatetnents but a detailed e,xposi¬ 
tion of the [lolicy his group propose to 
follow if clet^tei!. Tie tells me that he will 
also shortly be registeiing his group as a 
legal party, lie is in some difhctiity over 
the choke of a rianu since the most suit¬ 
able name (the IHogrcssive liberal thirty) 
haa alix'iidy been taken hy Tawfiq Siuvaidi. 
The new' fjarty, though predominently 
filiiah, will. f^aL'Ii Jabr liuppa. nlso Ijave 
Runni representation, jiiiTticularlv from 
I lie north. 

12. Mr. Busk stated in paragraph 8 
of htft drspats^h Nft. tlfS? of tfith Sepiemljer 
that he wa.'t iiopressed by Paleh Jabr’s 
views on the future of Iraq and I si>e no 
rc-ason to dissent from ihia opinion. From 
all the converantionR T have hjid with him, 
r have tlw impression that his views are 
sound and thsit, if he sliould fonn a Onhi 
net or. at least, ploy a large role in a 
rabiiiet he should He able to carry out n 
policy Iiighly li'eiiefteial to this country, 
fn Iraq policies are, iLotvever, rarely 
v’lchievcd ns plaiine*! aiid ii would h j opti- 
tnistic to Iiopc that, even if Saleh Jailir 
tame to jwiwer. he would be able to win- 
plcte ids programme of Internal reform. 

j;i. Even mare inqwrtant is the ques¬ 
tion of eoniinuily. The constant sucres- 
ftiun of CahineLs falling after Hve or six 
iioiUhs w dlsn^tmiis to Iraq. Tt would 
rrally l>e prefi rahle to have n Crthiuet of 


mod iixu'j lies wijo rema.iTj;ecl in power for 
thiiee or four ycarri than a thibinet wm- 
po«ed of lirst-class men who were throwij! 
out at the end of six moiilhs. We have all 
done our lie^t to impresa the iniportauee of 
this on the Iraqis and 1 can only hope thrit 
the elections will produce a solid body of 
parliamentary opinion which will sup|>ort 
une Cabinet during the life of this Majlis. 

14. It would th; unwise to try^ and 
forecast the exact nuiure and eonipasitiiiu 
of the (^a-blnei tJuU will emerge as a result 
of the eiectiini.H, fjowevei’ much ihs eJee- 
tituis are “arranged,” there are so many 
imponderables Jind pecHoDal factors that 
pr«plic?cy is risky, t ha^e, however, for 
sonic time held the view that Nuri Baslui 
is deierntiiued wo to organise the elections 
that he will l;e able to continue aa i’rime 
Minister. He luh rely on a iiirgc uuml>er 
of [Mrsoiial supporters (mostly Sunnis) anil 
for the Shiah element he will count <ni 
Saleh Jabr and his Qilla. I am 
strengthened in this view by the converi^i- 
tion with Nuri Banha recorded in my tele¬ 
gram No. 21 of 8tJi Jamiary. Maintaining 
as he does llmt the elections must lie 
the I Time Minister could hal'd iy tell me 
that lie proposed to retain office, but he 
came Uij clcise to doing so as he properly 
could, nnti his decision to postpone dis¬ 
cussion of treaty revision until after the 
elections ia a preitv dednlto indicMition. 

15* Against this must be set Nuri 
Tasim's well-known reluctance to lake on 
a “steady job” whidi would bind him to 
his ilesk and prevent the journeys in the 
Arab world and to Turkey in ivhich he 
delightft because of the o|>portimities they 
give ill in to play Rie rule of elder statesman 
of the Middle East, 

Ifl. t hope, however, that my forecast 
in iKii'iigraph 14 iilitue will preve to l>e 
correct. Nuri Paslui is one of the very 
few Iraqis who can see the world as a 
whole. He realises that Iraq cannot live 
in isnklion, and he can be relied upon not 
to lake tlie limiied view'. If his statecraft, 
long experience and breadth of vision can 
be allied in a Cabinet ivith the energy and 
progressive ideas of Saleh Jabr, T shall Im 
happier for die future than at any time 
:iince T enme to Bagdad.

PRINTING PRESS

corjeet. but the press had always dis¬ 
appeared by the lime they arrived. When 
it w^is finally incized in Bagdad on 13th. a 
jiumher of printed kafleLs booklets, drafts. 
rep<jris of ''agents “ and Commiinkl 
I'O-nners for use in demonetrations were 
captLired at the same time. A second por¬ 
tion of the press was discovered next day 
in imnlhcr hontie. 

2. The seizure of the printing press was 
followed by a nnmlier of arrests, l^rolmbly 
ihe most important in the rtr^t nvond up 
was I Mud al Sayigh. a lawyer who has long 
lieen knowm as a violent extremist. Others 
included students, railway workers, a 
weaver, a shoemaker niid a hirer of bicycles. 
.\Treats have licell made also in Kirkuk. 
Basra. Ivut and Kasiriyah. 

3. These arrests shook the morale of the 
[larly. and information was given to tho 
police whieh enabled them on 18lh to arre^it 
I he ” Secretary-General of tho Communist 
Tarty of Ireq/' a certain Yusef Siiiman 
Yusef. the Scarlet Timpernel of the 
tJagcbid Unrlergroiind, who under the ?J0Pi 
dfr gitrTre of “Fidmd'* (Leopard) has 
chided rapture for yeare. He is n 
Chriiilinn, idiout 45 years old. who was iiorrt 
in Nasiriyah and has admitted his alias.

4. iMspite the Kuddenness with whirth 
ihp raid was made, the octaqvanls of the 
bouse (which is next door to the Slab 
House of lilts l-mihassy) were ah!e let throw 
a uuinher of riocuineius into a cesspit in 
I be gorden and others into tlte water tank 
ftn the roof. These have l«ien recovered 
and will lie decyphered iii due course. It 
is already clear that among them are lists 
uf party tuemlwrfc with pseudonyms, and 
[jartitulars as to the dsites when cflch vyas 
jidrjUtteJ ond confirmed, liis occupation 
and eapjihilities- There was als(j a list of 
menujern of the party who are in the army 
and air force. There were no oflicers 
among tfiesi'. hut some of tho n.cm.a are in 
the iioyal Ikidyguard. which has alarmed 
the Regent, For the present no steps are 
lieing taken lu arrest these men ns it is 
ihoughi that it will lie more prolilahlf to 
watch them. Correspondence with the 
Syrian Commnnisl Party for the informa¬ 
tion of Khalid Bakiasli and Abdul Qadir 
TtmuFil of Syria was also seized* together 
with a iiiimlier of documcols containing 
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evidence linUing the Iraq organlsuLioti 
w'ilh an Armetiinn Communist Party which 
ii was proEKjsed to establish in Iraq. 

"5. The Prime Minister has informed the 
oounsellor of this eniliassy that there is no 
doubt that tbC tbain of direction came from 
Paris via Syria, where the Communist 
PtfiTty had been well e.^tnbJiehed during the 
Freiiih regime. It is at first sight curious 
that very little evidence of a link ivilh the 
I'udeh i^ 1 ^Ly in Persia haa so far Iwen 
discovered. Nuri Paeha explained that in 
his view this was duo to the fact that the 
Tiidoh Party waft in Russian eyes only 
sco^ind-rafc material. 'J’he inemfierA were 
eiu^ily corruptible and it was far too 
dangerous to iifie such an orgaTds.ition as a 
channel of direction. As tar ftiv own 
information goes one or two agitators 
entered Iraq from Persia at the ttine of 
the Kirkuk strike and there is evidence of 
the pre,sence of disruptive elements from 
i^ersin in Kerlfclo and Najaf, who may 
constitute a parallel organisation. It 
should also Ikj noted Lhnt many of iliow 
now arrested appear to l»e S^hialis (c/. my 
despatch No. 224 of IStb June, 1946. para¬ 
graph 5). The fact that there was a 
ivomen’a .section of the organisation |>oinl& 
strengly lo Christiiiu and Jewish ]>ariid- 
pation, 

6. It will lie some time ijefore the full 
implication of these raids are known. So 
far it IS evident that the police have made 
a major coup and h.ave unearthed, and «( 
any rale temporarily disorganiBed. the 
chief subversive inovcmcut in the country, 
though iu the opinion of the Prime 
Minister probably only one quarter of the 
organisation ba.'s so fur l^een uncovered. 
In particular it is liighly pjadwible that 
there exist other presses w^hich w'ill he 
brought into 0 |Mration. The fact tliat the 
organii^aiioii caUs itself ‘"Communist" 
is incidental; its main purpose is to faster 
enmity lo Britain. It is nlrendv clenr that

yon thnt the readiness nf Iraq and Trims 
jordan to lie friends with Turkey is haserE 
on a dislrustnf the intentions nf the Snndt 
Kgyptian combi 11 c in the .Srah Ijxignc. 
This mav‘ well be one of the reasonpi, I 
lielieve that the HnshiiniteK, pnrtivtilarly 
the Regent of Iraq, ehlr.'^t son of tin- eldest 
son of Sherif Hussain, still wish to rule the 
Hejaz, i,vhm\ they eonsider, I bn Sand 
wieklK the [K:>wer of a iiRiirper.

I''gy|>tiim8 autrunatieally assume that the 
resi of the jVrnh world nilifit follow tlieir 
lead and ns kmg iw Kgypt and Hiiuidi 
Arabia eoilaixtrate doscly. Iraqis, 
whether the niEing h(Hi»e or the jicople, are 
by no means prepared H'^Uvays to admit that 
leadership in Arab alTairs is divinely 
t»eatowed on Egypt. There can. I>e no doubt, 
moreover, that XurJ Easlm, nt least, 
bel levcs that the union of the Fertile 
(^restx^^nt, if it can be achieved, will It* 
the most durable form of Arab Confeilera- 
tion, and he has often expressed his regret 
that the “Arab l^engue did not take this 
form. Any such miioii of northern Arab 
Slate* must have the benevolence of 
Turkey. It might even help to bring such 
a Union about. 

4. I do not think tiuil fear of Htissin will 
spoil Iraq's relationis with Turkeyt f>n the 
contrary', it is likely to strengthen them. 
Fear no doubt there is. and certain so-called 
Tjcft-wing newspapers here have not failed 
to stigmatise the Turco-Iraqi Treaty ns n 
move against the Russians, Many Iraqis.

Malay alone MeuniK to stand in the w'nv, 

I hjnip already I'eported (see my Savin gram 
Xo. Ifi8 nf !JtHii Dcftinher) that it has Iveen 
lYinveved in the Iraqi Cnverriment that, if 
Iraq atlempis to iuterveiTe i?n Syria's 


behalf over the tlalay^ Tuikey will raiwc 
the question of the whole of Jier southern 
frontier, and this has certainly hod its 
effect. None the less. Iraq would like to 
have the HaUiy question 3Gttle«j, At the 
monienl the only Meiliterrnucan port 
directly (JOimcctcd by rail to Iraq is 
Iskandei'un, and it would cautse much 
faction if '"free j.oiie’' facilities there 
could l>e given to Iraq in a general eettlo- 
nient with Syria.

(Jeiierally 
spejiking, I he eietiions have l^een a victory 
for the (lovernmetu. that is to siiy, for the 
RcgciiL and Nuri al Said* In some eases 
they barked ilifferent ruiididntes* as was 
Inevitable, and, equally ineviLahly, friction 
belwmi them has resulted. It is to be 
regretted thal ^ many irobiirlcsy^ 


nonentities, few of them " lairiistrable/'' 
have lieeii reiiirtieti, white on (standing inen^ 
who might hove Ijruught npw ideas and new 
blood into IrjM]J polities, Iiave1i>eeii rejecttvl. 
For this, the Britisli will, of course, Ixj 
bbrned, though in fad our influence has 
been, fonsialentty exerU'd in the nppositr 
direction, in broati terms, ihe old r^iinc 
has iia^eived a new moiidale.

This not to suggest that \ve should 
not welcome aid frutn international 
organisations and the United States, far 
from it. At present it seems more likely 
that the United States might assist in the 
field of agrii'idtiire rather thaia in luiy 
other form. An American agricultural 
mission rwrently visited Iraq. It is. Imw- 
ever, suggestinl tliiit wr icliould not endea¬ 
vour U> stimulate aid from other sourcies 
which might work to our ultimau^ economic 
disadvantage. It seems unlikely that in 
the ncjinr future America would lie prepared 
to give financial aid to Iraq on a commer¬ 
cial liasim os it is not at all clear how Iraq 
would lie able to service a hard currency 
loan. To emphasise the point in short 
form, completion of planning and the exe¬ 
cution of the prevention schemes now 
tieing planned, the gradual irrigiilton and 
putting under agriiiikure of new lands, 
the expansion of oil pivMlncticni, and the 
development which will ineviLaidy s|iring 
from all these in the next few years, will 
absorb the limited rmaiicial and working 
lapacity of the country, but it seems prob¬ 
able that only after some time will much 
ill the way of external financial aid lie 
necessary, desirable or capable of absorp¬ 
tion, and that this should foinj the subject 
of a loan projxi«fll by Iraq to the World 
Hank. 

17. Tliei't* are two main tpiestkins which 
at present enlircly overshadow all this tern- 
sideraLioii of eixiiitiniic I'elation U-tweeii 
Iraq and the ^'nite^^ Kingdom. The first 
and miwt Important is i|ie I'alestine ques" 
tirm .A which the IraqU con¬ 

sider lo ite against Aiah iiilerests will set 
Kick our whole fHiMttiori in thia iKiuulry, 
and might place in great jeopardy our 
etucioinic interests not the least of which 
is oil. even though in the ttiurse of any 
inimi'Cal prot'csii Iraq herself might lie 
injured. The only set off ligainst this is 
Iraq's fear of Russian inlluera?e. The 
secoMil is the sterling hahint'e qiursiion 
which, lied nn it is with the sanic question 
in India and Egj’pt, may lie very difltcnll 
of solution, 'rhe Iraqis cannot or wilt not 
understund why the Uniteii Kingdom 
should dematid that they sbouUl give up 
a part of this wrtr-atrumulated purchasing 


jiiiwer. juid it will he dlfticult, if not im- 
possihie, to make them lielieve that by aid¬ 
ing the United Kingdom in thiii manner 
they will in the long run be helping them¬ 
selves. It may Iw possible when negiHia- 
lions are resumed for the HritisJl aide to 
give an Iraqi delegation a still clejirer 
understanding of the poaitioiK It wilh 
however, still remain for the delegation to 
c-oiivince a (Jovernnietit and pertple com- 
(xined of individualists mainly concerned 
with their private ])ockets. There remains 
to l»e considered the political desirability of 
associating the United i^tates more closely 
with us in the Middle East itj general and 
In Iraq in particular. 

IS. Through its commercial oil interesta 
the United Staler is already tonslderaldy 
ctmimitted in pai'ts of the IVIiildle Eaet and 
these interests me increasing. With the 
exception of those in Saudi Arabia they arc 
intertwined with British interests. The 
only other form of tvnili^l States as^aia- 
tiona which can i>e eti^lROged in Iraq are: 
{«) in agriculture, the provision of experts 
and ftdvjet' in the exploitation of land 
made available in the future as the result 
of flooil proven Lion and irrigation mea¬ 
sures; (A) the provision of social organisa- 
tjona such as iioapitalA, iiHnics and schools i 
and (c) the provision of hxius for general 
development pur|30ses. 

19. It i» unlikely, however, that the 
tJnited tales would lie prejiared to engage 
in any of ihese acEivitles vrithout con¬ 
siderable control over the prooesfies, w^hile 
any control by America would, btvausc of 
her attitude towards the Palestine quea- 
lion, l« unacfeptahle to Iraq. 

2(1. It folloAVrt that, while it may 1 h' 
IKis-sible tn a groater extent to liitere^L the 
United States in other imintriea of the 
War and Middle Ea.st, it is not desirable, 
until the Palestine question is solved, that 
we should tie active in promoting Ameri¬ 
can interest in Iraq. It would probably be 
resented by the Iraqis and tend to lower 
oiir prestige and w^eaken our btnievolent in- 
liuenco in the country. From the point of 
view of Anglo-United j^taies relations it is, 
however, cssentinl that we should never lay 
ourselves open to the accusation of block¬ 
ing .American e\|ian.sic»n If, therefore. Llie 
Iraqis themselves should seek .Vinerit^in 
aid, [ijirtieulai'ly in directions In which we 
are unable to assist, the time would Ih" ri|>e 
for us to endeavour to ensure that hiicIi aid 
would harmonise w^ith our political and 
econfjmii': objec^tives.

I ic[H)rted liricfly in niy idegram No. 34ii 
of I2lh April on the progrEimiiio wduch the 
liiwv Iraqi Goverument has issued. I now 
cijtlose a suiiininry of the prograinme, from 
wliidi you wilt see that it is extremely 
ambitious and extensive. It is quite un¬ 
likely that it w'ili be carried out in it^s 
entirety; hut it niiiy nevertheless be taken 
as fair evidemv of the Prime Minister's 
real desire [uoinote [>r(jgress, even if for 
reasons Iteyond \us control he will not be 
JibJe in every case to put his ideas into 
elTect. 

2. Ill my lelegrnm under lefcreuce 1 
drew ntteniion to a few of tlic more salient 
poinU ill the pinigrainme; and it may be 
Useful if I miw' coituiient in greater detail. 
Kat h AlinUtry Imsii ^^ 1 Cl Eol^ devoLcd to it. 
and the prograjuine no doubt represents the 
sum of the several utopias of indiviilind 
Alinisters. The progriiixune, I undlerstaiid. 
not only hidudcs the tegisintivc projec-ls of 
the Governraciit but nleo sets out their 
administrative aims. 

3 . 1 : Fottign Affairs .— 
regards tlie adjustmeTit of the treaty, I 
cousidei- that the phraseology' used is satb 
factory. 1 quotei.1 h in my telegram under 
rcfereiue: it runs as fcdlow^s : — 

Work for the adjustment of the 
Aiiglo-Iraqi Treaty on the basis of 
eltsuriDg eniiLual inlerests as bctw'ecii 
rquab and In the light of the princi|dcs 
of the United Nations Charles with a 
vieiv lo consoliflating the tiaditioital 
friendship existing Iwstween Iraq and 
Grout Hritnin.'' 

It Wii3 ill fact submitted lo me privately in 
advance. Tile it’iuaining pfiiiits 2 to o o) 
licction I involve goo<J; neighbour polhy 
w'itb Arab States, w itli Turkey and I'ersin 
and support of the Pidestiiie Arabs and of 
ti^e United Natious, They aix" what one 
would exi>eci; though iIk’ reference to 
Turkey and Persia by name \s significant 
iit this juncture, ft reflects Iraq's atixtety 
lo umit no Stef] which may pnimotc anti- 
Jiussian solidarity, TEic prop>3e<l iuuend- 
ment of the Foreign Servlre law is of 
interest. The Iraqi Foreign Service is in 
its iiifrtiicy, mill the country lias no rcgidar, 
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groduatctl servitie such as more advanced 
nations possess. You can b& ap}X>inted by 
law a Mitiiater Or a clerk, but nppcdnt- 
raents to ranks in between are at the whim 
of the Minister. Moreover, there is no 
provision for anibassadoro under the 
present law. It is Imped by reorganising 
and expanding the service to attract lo it 
the brighter spirits among the rising 
generation. 

4. Section 2 : —Point I 

is an intcrefting indicrition of the ideas of 
the pjnesient Govermnent. I learn on 
enquiry that thi& phrase embodies tlmir 
hojw that traditional Imrriers whikh have 
lieoTi iiniKiaed. on grounds of religion will 
be done aw'uy with. Whether this is to W 
apidietl only to the Shins or to live Jews 
and Christians oa well, reinnins to be seen. 
Point 2 : The combating of the destme- 
Th'C principles/' which means comnmnisui,^ 
w'tll be no doubt vigoroualy undertaken: 
it is t4) Tie hoped that points H to 15 wdll lie 
pursued iivith the ^ame attention. The 
deterioration of Government Tnachinery 
over the past few' years, due to the strain 
of w'ftr, iiiflntioti and the lessening of 
British conirol. has been a matter of con¬ 
cern to many, including no doubt the Prime 
Minister, who Itas u good ixKxtrd as a 
tnutessarif. As regards point 4, security 
in the country" is good, hut the standarxl of 
the police force In educntioii anil technical 
qualifications is deplorably low*. As 
regards |minta r> and (1, the Liwa Adminis¬ 
tration Law. of which such great things 
w'cre hofjed in the way of dtH’entialiflation 
and liK-al initiative, have so far remained 
Completely intqverative, Ppint 7 will no 
doiiT>t give rise to much wntroversy. 
Nevertheless, the Govern merit seems deter- 
mined to take stops at last to chcick the 
reckless and damaging abuse of the free¬ 
dom of the prosit w hich at prcst'iit disfigures 
i rnqi Journal ism. 

5. St^rtioji 3; Defertcr .—The Minister 
of llefence in the present I'ahinet is* close 
friend of the Regent, who, ns you are 
aware, lakes great intereat ill the army and 
its eflicicney. The cni.v, howeveri will Ija? 
whether or not we nre able to supply the 
equipment w'hich the Iraqi army neetlfi. 

a S^dioti 4 : Jttdfchil Affairs .—Point 1 
is n cut at .Arshad nT Umari, who was 
notorious for his attempts to inRuenre the 
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jndgc^a ill causes wliert; liU [xditiiial 
opjKiiienE* were coiiceriied. It doe* Dot, 1 
uu(ler*taud, imply any legislative proposal 
bttt is Riercly a pious .ihuotiDceiiient that 
i!ie e?cectitive will keep its hands off the 
L'liui ts. L'tider p<)int 2 tlie most eoulrover- 
sial rueasiire will l>e the Emergenoy Law, 
This was drafted liy Haaidi Patlniclu's 
(,'Abiuet ill Older U> give the GoverDment 
Ity Act of Parliaiiient the powers which it 
possessed by tlecree during the war iierioth 
Haiitdi Puchachi's I^binet fell before Uie 
Bill was iiiiroduttid. Uia successor, Tewfiq 
SuwLddi pigeoii'bolcd it. It is bound to 
txi very sharply attacked when it conies 
before tJic House. 

7. Siu^tfOng o fo IJ uf tbe prograinnie 
vii’tiiaily i.‘oi!Slitute the outline of a 
ilnaueial aihd ecoiioinic plan for Iraq^ the 
subsUiDce of wbicb ha« largely been 
inducted into tlie minilsof rialeh Jahr ainl 
bis assuc'iate* and livals, the principal 
liersona wiio make up the govcining aiul 
lutelligent section of the iieopkf by myself 
iLiid my sUn over the iwriod of the Last two 
\ears. As the main |mints of these para- 
graplia have been iliseu&Med in a iiumber 
of dc^pau hrs and memoranda I do uoL bore 
pro|mse u> take them up in detail There 
are, however* a few cvmiiaents ivbioh ebould 
be made, more particularly on those items 
in the pragramfue which have not l^^n 
brought up or uncoiiragod by this ciiiba*i»y. 

B. The first is the plan to cstablisli a 
Central Bank to take over the work of the 
Currency Board. This is a matter vrhieh 
hiifl never l)ecti raiaeti officially either with 
me or with Ijord Rennet when he visited 
Iraq last October; the only diacufiaiou* of 
which i am aware have l>een between 
Ibrahim td Kebir, the Direi^tor^General of 
Finance^, my cjominercial wmnscllor and 
Mr. IlilT of the Treasiiry; and, at the 
request of t lira hi in el Kebir, those discua- 
sions were dec rued to Iw ijtrictly personal 
and private We have known for stjme 
time that there has been an under current 
of opinicni in t^ertain Iraqi eindee that the 
Currency Board sJiouUi be moved Ui 
Bagdad and that there were vague ideas 
in the mind of Ibrahim cl Kebir for the 
cstablislmicnt of a CynLral Bank, though 
he has candidly ttuiftssaed that he knows of 
no Imqi ivho ttiuld couducL ita aHairs. It 
has iKH.'omc isomewhat apparent that, apart 
from taking over rtintrol of the currency 
mnehiue, IbrahiniV ideas have included 
aoiiie nnjcasure of control over I ranks opera- 
ting in Iraq* The attitude of Mr. IH(T and 
Mr. l^clham in these discussions has always 


Ikcen mildly to discourage the setting up of 
a Central Bank on the grounds that it 
would be Tin expensive and uimecesaary 
luxury as all Iraq’s financial affairs are, 
for the present, very satisfactorily covered 
by the existing maediinery. While saying 
nothing to encourage the transfer of the 
CuiTcncy Board to Iraq (quite the reverse), 
they have felt that it would be impossible 
to oppo^ finch a move should the Iraqis be 
determined to make it and that it would be 
better to endeavour to eusiu-e that the move 
would not affect the present high standard 
of currency control and the faith of the 
|>L 5 ople in the! r moneta ry sy»lcnn W iiatever 
transpires regarding this j^oint in the pro¬ 
gramme, we can sure that as long a.s 
Saleh Jabr remains Prime Minister and 
Ibrahim el Rebir is Tlirector-General of 
Finance there is little likelihood of bosty 
and ill-considpred actioin It h incou- 
celvahic that anything will be done without 
reque^it for British advice and assistance, 
and I feel that once the move ia decided we 
should be ready and willing to help to make 
it sound and auccessfiit. 

\y. Ai CO [ding Lrj sitx-tioTi 7. iwUit 2, of the 
jirogramme it is pro[Msod to go aliesid 
witli the establishment of the Government 
oil refmery at Bniji as early ns possible* 
This pi-oject was reportetl some time ago 
and wc know that the British oil interests 
arc much opposed lo the scheme. In such 
conveTwatioD as has arisen Ijclweoii mem- 
Ijers of my slalT ami Iraqis on this subjeti, 
we have mildly deprecated the establish¬ 
ment of such a refinery when Iraq’s 
requimneiits are adequately covered by the 
existing plimts of the oil cimipuuies. In 
this pTojw;t, howerer, an element of 
prestige arises and we nmy hear more of 
it* It would he an expensive item, coating 
more than £2 million, and it scemR doubt- 
ful whether it would lie given high priority 
among the many jirejects of greater 
economic import anre. This and the 
probable diRiculty of obtaining plant may 
piu this project inlo the Ijackground for 
some Lime. 

10. Seriion 7, [loiiK HI agniu inentitins 
an Iraqi ambition to owm a national line of 
('.'irgo ’I'Cptii'lH. which has arisen largely with 
the idea that if Iraqi produce were to lie 
IranspoTted in Iraqi liottoms freight 
charges coiiUl in? reduced. It seems 
unUkely that with the gradual increase in 
freight sImce fuvtjed by large world opera¬ 
tors and perhaps consequent decrease in 
freight rales that this project w^oold bo 
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pursued. Here again, however, prestige 
may tend to over-ride economic sense, 

11. For the remaining long lists of items 
covering finanre^ supply, agrionllure, 
industry, irrigation and public works, 
education, health and social affairs* there 
can Ise nothing hut w^arm support. The 
programme i* immense, careful planning 
and the ovolntion of priori lies in perfor- 
mancre is eascntial. The rate of pixigress 
must mcvitably l;ie govenujul {«?) Ijy finance, 
and (b) by the items which cx)me slowly to 
fniition* i.r., health, education and social 
upiifL Continuous perfomiance must 
largely depend on the existence of stable 
(iiovernnicnts juid the establishment of a 
permanent civil service, though it is 
hojLwd that mucii of tlie difficulty which 
arises due to tlie nlisentt: of these may lie 
minimioed by the establishment by law of 
a central organisation for development and 
the aid of a large bmiy of British adviser* 
and technicians,

I only wish to say most frankly and 
anauredly that it will put a final end to 
the malicious reporia and i.'ahnnniatioDs 
of intriguers concerning the nimotirs 
spread about it that it will involve fraq 
In financial and military undertakings. 

*Mn this ooimesion I wish to point out 
that the policy iieiiig pursued hy Iraqi 
Governments in iheir relations with 
sister Arab Stales is w j>olicy of cori- 
at ruction and co-operation based on 
hrothcrhofxl aud exchange of interests in 
execution of the principles of the 
Covenant of the liCague of Arab States/' 

It will be seen that the treaty follows 
very cloaely the text of the treaty coindtided 
between Iraq and Saudi Arabia in 19^6. 
In fact, many of the elaiiscB are textimlly 
identical. The only important difTereiiue 
is article 9, which pmvidcs foe the appoint¬ 
ment of j.>ermanei}t mmiuiltees with excx'U- 
live powers, especially in regard to 
articles tJ and 7, which iviaic to military 
histittitlons and defence. This article 
might l)c held to envisage the setting up 
of a Joint DefeiKT Council for Iraq and 
Transjordan. I u ilJ report to you In due 
coiirw any steps which may be token to 
implemeut it* [I| is jicrhnps significant 
that the Hcgem. on his visit to Amirian, 
which precoded the drafting of the treaty, 
was acc'ompauitxl not only by Xuri I’asha 
Init by hiM M[nist 4 ?r for Defence.)

If the Iraqi Government could get going 
a big development plan ?,vhich would 
eventually bring their comparatively small 
popukUon up to some 2G niilliorn this hy 
its>elf would have a big stabilising effect. 
A Ijofd development plan with that ulti¬ 
mate oI)jeetjve would liit the headlines und 
iin|)ivfis opinion es|iccially in the United 
^Lale.s. wiiere the orduiary man Imd no 
l rut* concept ion at all of present-day Aralis. 
Mr. Rev in said that he had ventureil to 
show Mr* Marshall in Moscow u copy of 
Mr. ilaigh's rejvoi’t.

but that a point was outslaading lu wii- 
nesian with the proviftions as to the rate of 
interest to he charged aud the niethtxJ by 
which it should lie [i 4 iid. The point was 
essentially one of presentation. T con- 
suited Mr. Hiff. and agreed with Hr. 
Jainati that Mr. fliff should clear this 
point up without delay with Ibrahim el 
Kabir, the principal Iraqi ejipert. and that 
they should report in the course of the day, 
1 said tluit f hod kept in Ltinataiit touch 
with the negotlotions, und that I could not 
press the ChanceUor of the MKCheqiier to 
go any further.

2. Dr. Jntimli Utni sjioke to me of the 
liegeiit's forthcoming visit nnd of n pledge 
given by the Iraqi Fnme Mtiiisier to the 
Iraqi Parliatneiu rhat the Governaient 
would set*k tt revision of the Anglo-1 i‘flqi 
Trenty* I'ho Regent w”as anxious to have 
talks on this suhjocL in August. ! 
explained that my whole ptxigratnme as 
regards bringing up to rhte the ormiige- 
uients for the defence of the Middle East 
had liccii put back a year by the failure of 
the Egyptian (Joverjunent to accept the 
pro|io>ials thflt 1 had worketl out with 
Sidky IM^Im, notably that for Jt doiiil 
Ik'fence Board after our troops had 
evacimteil E-p'pt t wa& etili ready to 
negotiate witn some Egyptian (joveriiment

1 said that 1 had no wish to stall 
over tills, but that the piv^gramtoe of work 
Ijefore me innde it likely that the winter 
would lie the earliest convenient time, i 
would he very ready to lisieil lo anything 
that the Regent niighi tiave to say to me 
quite informally in August, hut would 
deprecate liis bringing experts. In pur- 
tienlar we did not want a repetition of 
what had hiipjjcued as regards Egypt,

.Urualj that watcrwiiys were a delicate 
subject and thit I found that anyihing 
mooted as regards the 81102 Canal was 
1 faille to be applied l»y [he Riiviet (iovern- 
nipnt to its pretenajons os reganls the Ihir- 
danellee.

Mean while, they iuul 
brought with them a draft showing on 
what lines iheir minds were -^vorking^ and 
we might like to talk this over informally 
during the next few days. I informed iliem 
that J agrocHl, previded tlierc was no pnh- 
licity whatever at this stage. To this Lhe\ 
asiteiUed. T emphasisied that it might lie 
unwise for the Prime Alinister Ui reinie 
unless tlicrc were pr^ispccts of Ids visit 
proving successful, and repeated that we 
could only consider ft ranv treaty on a long¬ 
term basis. 

8. It was airaiiged that the liegenl 
sliouhi talk over ihc Iraqi draft with us 
informally during the next few days, 

9. The EEegent iwiid that he was pleasetl 
at the progress tNcing made iti ohUiicnng 
i-qiiipmeut fur the Iraqi army.

3. Hie Itoyai High ness eaid tiiat the 
Prime Mithsler had already indicated 
during the isecret talks which took place 
iu Bagdad in May that he would wish the 
L'ommand to l>p Ira-qi. He would be pre¬ 
pared to pay for the upkeep. I said I felt 
sure t-lie l^rirne ilinister liftd no idea of the 
ixvsi itivolvwl mei^ely in niaintenauce; 1001*6- 
o^er^ 1 was oTixioiia to share all our secrets 
with ihe Inups. 1 txjiiid tell the Regent 
piivately that we hud made immense 
strides in air development and we were 
aiiNioiifl to make all these new facilities 
availahle to tlie haqifl aa luenibere of the 
family. VVe would not do so to anyone 
else. I'ho expense invoUet! would be enor¬ 
mous and clearly if we fcH>teil the hill w-e 
must retain the tTinmiand. I realisjcd 
streiiglh of nalionaliat feeling and I 
had no desire that we should appear to 
dominate Iraq, hut it was essetitial that 
the interest of the R.A.F. in these bases 
should lie maintained. Offentt* wae now 
the beat defence, and 1 was anxious to 
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make llabbaniyah and rihuiba the heat 
bases in Ihe world. We left ll that His 
Royal Highnesti would put what i said to 
liis iViiiiu Minister and inform me as soon 
dij |}oi!slble of his views. 

4. 1 then said that I hoped Hisi Eoyal 
Highness would soon return to Iraq. The 
Palesliiie Biiuation was dangerous and I 
felt be should beat the helm. The Regent 
replicfl that he wvis going uj Paris for a 
few days. He thought he would leave 
I .oudoii ou 2oth October, lie fore which date 
he would have had a reply fmiu fclw Prime 
Minister. 

5. I took the opportunity to tell the 
Liegeiu that I hcqied he would assist the 
Prime Minister to strengthen his Govern- 
nieiit by including kioLh elder and younger 
atn'^tesinien. From Pakistan to Egypt tlie 
situation was disturbed and the next three 
or four months were critiml A strong 
[jovemmeat was vital to Imr] and the 
Middle Fast. His Royal Highness re¬ 
peated what he had told me before that per¬ 
sonalities always obtruded iii^ li'a^ Poli’ 
ticians w'cre apt to raise difficulties about 
serving under otbets. 1 liegged the Regent 
to urge that country must come lief ore self. 
He promised lo do hia best. 


d. Fbially 1 mentioned the dollar posi¬ 
tion. 1 aaid ue regarded the mainieaanoe 
uf a conunon dollar reserve in the sterling 
area as a big contribution to i>ettoe. The 
stronger the reservCt the less likely we were 
to have trouble from Russia and otlicr 
countrie.s. We now had ^ face gi'eat 
austerity, but I hoped that iu a couple of 
yeai-s we shotild iu a stiong position! 
what the world needed inoiit wus one good 
hfirve^t. Iraq and Great Britain must 
sink or swim together. ^Ve must take 
great care over our reserves, moderate our 
requiremenU and economise very cloisely, 

1 naked the Iraqi Government to Utke a 
big view and promised that I would help 
tolice that Iraq obtained fi^m this countiy 
any machinery or supplies she need^ 
urgently for the Government'a econumic 
8Lhemes. 1 tmd already discus^d this 
with the Chancellor and Minister of 
Fconomios. The next nine months would 
be the critical period -and I counted 
on Iraq to exercise rigid econoi^y during 
what was after all only a brief span in the 
history of a nation.

1 received the Iraqi Foreign Minister 
on 10th Deceruher. He had just arrived in 
r.ondoii fD'jm New York «n his way back 
to Bagdad. 

2. |)r. Jamali Iwgan by a^waking m 
terms of intense Indignatinn of the decision 
bv the Assembly on the partition of 
l^alestiiie. He wishetl to recall that when 
1 had infurimxl him rurlier in the year of 
the decision to refer the question of Pales-- 
tine to the 1 ■ niled Nations he had expre.ssed 
Uie grave misgivings of the impartialitj* of 
that institution. He rio’iv felt that his 
wmrst fears bad been justified. The repre- 
eentatives of the Arab countries had wit- 
nesseil the sjjectacle of an iiiternaticuml 
IickIv which w'lis siipijosed to ba^w its 
decisiona on justice being swayed by 
partisan feeling and political combi nations* 


He blamed the United iStates Government, 
which at the last moment bad* be main¬ 
tained, blatantly ijifluenmi the votes of 
nlherwise reluctant States in favour of 
[.vartition. 

3. I told Ur. Jamnli that when 1 saw 
Nuri Pasha on Uib Uectmber he had said 
that he hoped that Hie Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment would lay down the mandate and 
complete their withdrawal from Palestine 
at the earliest jwissihlc moment; It wa* only 
when the Jews and the Arabs were left to 
confront each other direcily that any solu¬ 
tion could now l>e reached* Nuri Pasha 
felt that -conciliation at some stage was 
now the only way out. I told Dr. janiali 
that His Majesty's Government were pre- 
pared at any tiiue U^ persht in the process 
of conciliation if they could helpfully do 
so, I regreiteti that during the last 
di^'^useions with His Majesty s Government 
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in London Lbe Arabs hod^ like the Jew^^, 
refused to accept any of the coEnpromiije 
proposa]:^ which His Majesty^s Government 
bad put before both parties. 1 knew full 
well how^ difficiilt the Jews were to deal 
with, and it was the intervention of the 
New York ^ionisut whi<rh had w'recked any 
chances of final agreement at that time. 
But the Arabs had not been willing to make 
a sufficient advance either. 

4. I reminded Dr. Jamali that 1 bid 
made it clear in my i^tatement in the House 
of C'ommons on l!2th December that His 
Majesty's Government would not hand over 
to the United Kations Commission until 
the termination of the mandate and had 
slated that His Majesty's Government 
would not make a port available to the 
Jews for immigration before tliat date. He 
expressed his app^iation- 

5. Dr. Jamali went on^ however, to say 
that in his view* there was no legal l>aais for 
the decision of the Assembly and the United 
Nations (]omm]ssian had no legal right to 
take over responsibility in Palestine. It 
followed that His Majesty's Government 
had no right to hand over authority to 
them. The United Nations only had the 
right to adopt one of two tViurses, either 


to declare Palestine independent or to 
place it under trusteeship. I reminded him 
that 1 had at an earlier stage proposed 
trusteeship to both Jews and Arabs, hut 
neither had ac?cepted. I did not pursue 
further the question of the legality of tile 
decision of the Assembly. 

0. Dr. Jamali emphasised that the Arab 
countries were looking to His Majesty's 
Government to help tliem and to give them 
guidance. 

7i f repeated that His Majesty Govern¬ 
ment were prepay to assist in attempts 
to reach a soluGon by conciliation if that 
should prove at any stage possible, 1 went 
on to say that once we were quit nf the 
embarrassing commitments of the mandate, 
which might have led us into increasing 
friction with Middle East countries, our 
hands would be freer to pursue a policy 
towards the Middle I'^t as a whole, 

8. Aa he was leaving Dr. Jamali raised 
the question of the ftiture of Libya, I told 
him that we were bearing fully in mind 
the interest of Arab countries in this 
question.
